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Ration Board Second Anniversary 
Offers Review Of Its Development 
Exchanges With Public Confidence 


Through radio broadcasts and 
special magazine and feature ar- 
ticles, the public has been re- 
minded that January 5, 1944 is 
the second anniversary of the for- 
mation of War Price and Ration- 
ing Boards in this country. 

To the dnd that recognition 
may be given to the more than 
170,000 men and women who 
have so unselfishly and patriotic- 
ally given their time to administer 
locally the war-time price control 
and rationing programs, requests 
have been made bo all boards by 
their state directors to cooperate 
in sending pertinent information 
to headquarters. Ali material so 
forwarded will be included in a 
bound volume which is to be plac- 
ed in the National archives at 
Washington as a permanent rec- 
ord of War Price and Ratjoniny 
Boards. 

The local board information as 
to its personnek has been so for- 
warded, and the paragraph on 
highlights of our local board, writ- 
ten by Dr. Holton, chairmah of 
the fuel panel, follows: . 

“It is the story of a few patri- 
otic citizens, -who,- like thousands 
of others, answered their coun- 
try’s call at a time of grave emer- 
gency; who have given unspar 
ingly of their time and energy t» 
do well an unasked for, and in 
many ways, an unpleasant job. 

The original board consisted of 
F. Myron .Dunnell, one of the 
town’s selectmen, as chairman, Dr. 
Richard G. Holton, dentist, and 
Charles L. Johnson, plumber, with 
Mrs. Harry: Gingras, wife of a ‘lo- 
cal druggist, as clerk. 

The first reaction of the public 
to what seemed to them a most 
radical program, was one of sus- 
picion and distruat, that they were 
being denied something which was 
their inalienable right. This feel- 
ing, however, gave way to one of 
confidence and cocperation, when 
it had been demonstrated to their 
satisfaction that the real purpose 
of rationing was to assure each 
individual of his fair proportion of 
those commodities which were cn 
the ration list. 

Mrs. Gingras was soon. replaced 
by Mrs. Richard Cobb, wife of 
our High School principal, «s 
clerk, and Mr, Dunnell was re- 
placed by Mr. Johnson as chair- 
man. In those early days the 
OPA was sailing an uncharted sea, 
and no one seemed to knew just 
what the program was all about. 
Great credit is due to Mrs. Cobb 
for her part in helping to bring 
order out of chaos in this office 
and in establishing a smoothly 
running and efficient organization. 

As the rationing program in- 
creased in scope, it was necessary 
to increase the membership of the 
board, and Dr. William Park, 
president of the Northfield Schools 
Carl Mason, retired business man, 
George McEwan, assistant trea:- 
urer of the Northfield Schools, 
and William F. Hoehn, Editor of 
The Press, were added. Also Mrs. 
Charles Kehl, one of the cam- 
munity’s outstanding women, who

Our Fire Department Is Efficient And Capable 
Equipment Is Modern Complete With Two Trucks 
Enrolled Personnel Acts Under Chief Johnson 


The Northfield Fire Depart- 
ment provides an efficient ‘gerv- 
ice to this community. Its equip- 
ment consists of two trucks, one 
fcr smal! fires of grass and brush, 
and chimney blazes, the other a 
regular engine and pumper, capa: 
ble of’ throwing several streams 
for larger demands. Reels of 
small hose to use with ‘‘booster 
pumps” are carried by both pieces 
of apparatus. The engines are 
housed in the town’s fire depart- 
ment building just south of the 
town hall and the building al- 
ways heated and unlocked ready 
for action. The. apparatus also 
carries a complement of ladders 
extinguishers, buckets, poles and 
axes, together with surplus coats 
and helmets for the firemen. An 
inhalator purchased. recently is 
available for use in emergencies. 
Recently a “siren” extending 
twenty-five feet above the build- 
ing of the department, on a steel 
tower and operated by electricity, 
has been placed by local Civilian 
Defense authority for their warn- 
ing calls.and no doubt its use will 
be continued after the war for 
“alarm” purposes. 

The Chief- of the fire depart- 
ment is Charles L. Johnson, who 
is appointed by the Selectmen and 
he has occupied this important 
position of responsibility for many 
He is also the Forest Fire 
Warden and cnotrols the issuance 
of the permits for the burning of 
brush and grass by residents. Mr. 
Johnson has proved himself capa- 
ble in handling fires and those who 
have observed his work are all
